British Seize 
Island of Simi 
In Aegean Sea

LONDON, Oct. 8, British 
forces, moving swiftly to save 
the imperiled foothold in the 

Aegean Sea, were revealed today 
to have seized an island only 15 
miles from the German bastion of 

Rhodes, beaten off a strong at- 
tack on the island and destroyed 
a Nazi supply convoy. 

The seizure of Simi, midway be- 
tween Rhodes and embattled Cos 
in the Dodecanese, was disclosed 
jin a Cairo communique which an- 
nounced that heavy losses were in- 
flicted on the Germans in a futile 
| attempt to oust the British garrison. 
Prisoners were taken. 


Simi outflanks Rhodes and pre- 
sumably would give the Allies a 
base for either air or amphibious 
attacks on Rhodes and others of the 
Dodecanese on the Aegean invasion 
route to the Balkans. 


DESTROY CONVOY 


British light naval forces steamed 
an the Aegean in bold defiance | 
German aircraft yesterday to 
cia the enemy convoy, the com- 
munique revealed. 

The announcement did not 
specify where the German convoy 
was intercepted, but it presum- 
ably was carrying supplies and 
reinforcements to forces threat- 
ening to wipe out small Allied 
garrisons on the islands of Cos, 
Leros and Samos.

The permits issued this year called for 
the building of 859 houses, comparing with 
435 during the corresponding period of 
1942. Assuming that all these residences 
have been completed or will be completed 
before cold weather stops active construc- 
tion, accommodation will be thus provided 
for between 3,000 and 4,000 persons, hard- 
ly more. Including transients the popula- 
tion has incre: beyond these figures, 
leaving the situation no better than it was 
a year ago, if no worse. 

If any appreciable progress is made in 
overtaking the housing arrears it will be 
through the project undertaken by War- 
time Puding. as permits for only 250 of 
the 350 houses planned are included in the 
above figures. 

Remembering that the loan companies 
are not functioning in Alberta, the erec- 
tion of more than 600 houses is a good rec- 
ord of achievement for private enterprise 
and investment, handicapped as building 
operations have been by scarcity of mat- 
erials and labor. If loans, material and 
labor were available in anything approach- 
ing normal volumes, two or three times 
as many houses would probably have gone 
up during the summer and the problem of 
accommodation would be a long way nearer 
to solution. : 


Wage Inequality 


Observers at Ottawa foresee a change 
in policy coming, involving a loosening of 
the wages ‘‘ceiling” on lower-paid groups 
of earners. That some levelling-out trend 
will have to be given official sanction is 
fairly evident. ere is no uniformity in 
the wage schedule today. The picture is 
one of sharp contrasts, too sharp to be 
just or even tolerable. In some war plants 
employees are drawing down fantastic 
wages, while in other essential industries 
the pay is little better than it was in pre- 
war days. 

This disequilibrium grew up in circum- 
stances which were not controllable. But 
it makes for dissatisfaction, strikes and 
strike threats and widespread discontent. 
Not all the demands for more pay come 
from those who need it most, but in gen- 
eral the disequality in pay is the root cause 
of the epidemic of interruptions and 
threatened interruptions which mar the 
industrial scene and hamper the smooth 
working of the production machinery. 

The practical question is how far wages 
in the poorer paid groups can be raised 
without reacting on price control and set- 
ting an inflationary spiral sweeping the 
country. Hitherto we have been spared 
that disastrous development so common in 
wartime. A sharp rise in the cost of liv- 
ing would be felt by every person in Can- 
ada, particularly by the great mass of peo- 
ple in town and country who have not been 
earning more, or much more, than in peace- 
time. 

Anything like a genera! levelling-up of 
wage scales will have to be accompanied 
by some measures to prevent a serious 
jump in prices, or the result will be worse 
than the cause for far more people will be 
put between the mill-stones of static wages 
and rising cost of living.

The Battle Is Resumed 


Sorrow came to Edmanton homes, as to 
homes in all parts of the Dominion, with 
the news that the St. Croix had been sunk 
in action. This is the heaviest loss sustain- 
ed by Canada’s navy in the course of the 
war. Five officers and 76 men were res- 
cued by a British frigate when the St. 
Croix was torpedoed, but the rescue ship 
was in turn sunk, and of the destroyer's 
crew only one man escaped from the second 
attack. It is assumed that the entire crew 
of the frigate were also lost 

The battle in which these successive 
disasters occurred is reported to have con- 
tinued for several days, between a west- 
bound convoy and a pack of enemy sub- 
marines. Berlin claimed that its U-boats 
had sunk a dozen Allied destroyers and an 


, indefinite number of merchant ships. The 


fact appears to be that three patro! vessels 
of various classes were sunk and seven or 
eight merchantment. How many of the 
enemy craft were disposed of is not re- 
ported, and probably not definitely known, 
though the fate of some of them has been 
officially announced, 

Even the corrected figures of Allied 
losses give tragic confirmation to the 
warnings sent out from Ottawa, Washing- 
ton and London that the Donetz wolf packs 
had only been withdrawn for rearming and 
must be expected to return to the Atlantic. 
They have done so after an absence of four 
months, and the Battle of the Atlantic is 
on again. But that interval of compar- 
ative security for troop ships and car- 
riers en route to Britain was of inestim- 
able value to the Allies, For this long per- 
iod the enemy's seapower stood neutraliz- 
ed, while convoys poured men and supplies 
into British ports and the fighting zone of 
the Mediterranean. 

That our seamen and airmen won this 
respite from attack is an achievement

Canucks Wounded in Battle 


Prefer Front 


To “‘Blessings of Blighty’’

LONDON, Oct. 8.—Wounded but smiling, scores of Can- | 
adian soldiers in British hospitals would rather be back in| 


the battle of Italy than enjoy all the blessings of Blighty. 


| spent several hours with them 
today in a hospital near London 
talking with them about their ex- 
periences and reactions on the 
battlefields. Many of them were 
severe surgical cases, some with 
leg amputations, but without a 
word of exaggeration | Can re- 
port to Canada that they were 
in good spirit, and suffering only 
from the physical after-effects of 
the ordeals through which they 
had come. 

There are about 140 wounded 
men at the hospital which I visited, 
and perhaps the following will be 
a cross- 
section of their thoughts and their 
talks with me: 

Private J. S. Zak, Loyal Edmon- 
ton regiment, from Blairmore. Alta., 
was wounded with shrapnel in the 
left arm and right leg—the leg had 
to be amputated. Zak lay in bed 
smiling and telling about his ex- 
periences at the front. 

“It was all right,” he said, and 
described how he had been pinned 
down by German fire during the at- 
tack at Regalbuto, where he was 
wounded. Like all those to whom 
1 talked he has much admiration 
for the good soldier qualities of the 
Germans. He also recalled with 
relish the chicken, ham, beefsteak, 
ice cream, cake, oranges and grape- 
fruit juice which were fed to the 
wounded en route to England. 

Private Russell Helpard, West 
Nova Scotia regiment, wounded at 
Libertini while he was cooking 
breakfast for his unit, by a shell 
fired probably 11 miles away. I 
asked Helpard whether he was 
happy to be back in England. 

He replied sincerely: “I'd rather 
be in Sicily, fighting.” But 
Helpard won't be going back to 
fight. He'll be going home with 
a fractured spine, the result of 
being hit with a shell splinter. 
What sticks in his mind is his 

recollection of two German N.C.O.’s, 
They arrived at his unit with a 
white flag and asked to see the 
adjutant. Then they said:* 

“You'd better surrender before 
you are wiped out by the magnifi- 
cent German army which is about 
to attack you.” 

Captain Higgins, of Halifax, N.S., 
with a grim smile replied: “Take 
them back before somebody shoots 
them.” 


TOUGH ACTION 

Private Monette, from Sault Ste. 
Marie, with the Hastings and 
Prince Edward Regiment—wound- 
ed at Assoro by Shrapnel, told 
about the action: 

“Boy, she was tough, I thought 
we'd never get out.” 

Was he scared? I asked 

“You don’t get scared in the 

middle of a battle,” he said, “One 
time after I’m hit I’m looking at 
those German bombs exploding 

up in the air, then | think I'm 

doing the wrong thing looking up 
at them, so | turn over, Two offi- 
cers carried me for two miles to 

a stretcher. One of them was 

wounded by a shell burst less 

than 20 yards away from him 
after they put me down. 

“I'll be glad to get back home, | 
but I never had so much fun in my 
life as I did in the front line, 1 en- 
joyed it more than anything else | 
in the army.” . 

This may sound like glamorizing 
the army, but it is a verbatim | 
quotation of what Monette said. | 

“They're grand fellows,” said | 
Mary Pallister, formerly Mary 
Brown, of Montreal West, as she | 
told admiringly of the wounded 
Canadians, “they never complain, 
even after suffering terrible pain.” 

Lt. Pallister told me that when a | 
number of patients were brought in | 
from Sicily one night one of them 
called her over and asked her to | 
bend nearer. | 

He said, “You smell nice.” Then, 
after a pause he added: “Much nic- 
er than those Italians.” 


COMPLIMENTS GERMANS 

Lt. Guy Robitaille, from Lauzon, | 
Que., wounded at Santa Maria, paid | 
his compliments to at least two 
German soldiers. Robitaille said he 
was wounded in a field which was | 
subsequently set afire by shells. He 
crawled toward a tree where there 
was a bare patch to escape from 
the fire, took off his tunic, then 
turned around to find that he was 
right in the line of fire of two Ger- 
man machine gunners, 

“This is the end,” he thought | 
to himself. But he was amazed to | 
see the Germans signal him to 
belly-flop on the ground, he did | 
so and they fired their machine | 
guns over his head. | 

After 10 minutes of this an Allied 
shell blasted the Germans out of | 
their Post | 

‘Il couldn't help feeling a bil sorry 
for those two,” said Robitaille. 

Sgt. George Abbott of Verdun, 
Que,, wounded at Agira in the leg| 
and army by machine gun bullets:

EAGER TO RETURN 

Sergeant Fred Bartropp of La-| 
chine, Quebec, Fourth Field Com- 
pany, wounded at Mount Etna by

The bylaws committee of the 
city council decided Thursday to 
recommend to the city council 
that third reading be given to the 
bylaw under which the three pla 
toon system for the Edmonton 
fire department will be estab- 


lished one year after the signing 
of the armistice in the present 


war, 
C. J. Marriott, president of the 
Edmonton Firefighters’ Union, 
asked for the implementation of the 
plebiscite vote taken at the last 
municipal election in which the 
setting up of the three platoon 
system was given a_ very large 
majority 

INCREASE COSTS 

City Commissioner R. J. Gibb 
said that the introduction of the 
three platoon system would in- 


crease the costs of the department 
by from $70,000 to $90,000 annually 

It was pointed out by Mr. Mar- 
riott that since 1929, up to last year, 


there had not been any additions | 


to the fire brigade staff. He added 
that additional staff members 
would have to be added to meet 
the growing fire hazard created 
through overcrowding and popu- 
lation growth. 

All members of the committee 
recognized the principle of the 
eight-hour day involved in the 
three platoon system, but Ald. 
James H. Ogilvie was of the 
Opinion that the passage of the 
bylaw should be left until hostili- 
ties had ceased. He said “we do 
not know what the conditions will 
be then, and it would seem to be 
the sensible thing to do to wait 
until the armistice before passing 
the bylaw.” 

At present the firemen work day 
and night shifts, the men on the 
day shift working 10 hours, and on 
the night shift 14 hours. All are on 
24-hour call, and none are per- 
mitted to leave the city without the 
expressed permission of the fire 
chief.

PSORIASIS 

The characteristic feature of 
psoriasis is its tendency to return, 
Even though the patient may re- 
main free from it for a few months, 
he knows from sad experience that 
this chronic skin disorder is likely 
to recur, 

Such recurrence is especially 
likely when the patient has relied 
upon external treatment only, Al- 
though external treatinent may suc 
ceed in clearing up the skin for a 
time, it usually does not provide a 
lasting cure, as it ignores the inner 
causes which keep producing the 
skin irritation 

The prominent symptom of psor 
iasis is the formation of dry, scaly 
patches over a reddish. inflamed 
base. Generally the patches made 
up of these white, mother-of-pearl! 
scales are sympetrical, that is, if 
they form on one side of the body, 
they will also form on the other 
side. 

Psortasis has not yet been known 
to occur in a full-blooded Indian 
and is only rarely found among 
Negroes. The disorder affects both 
sexes equally and generally de- 
velops sometimes between the fif- 
teenth and the thirtieth year. In 
medical history, there are very few 
records of the disease coming on 
after the forty-fifth year. Appar- 
ently, the seasons have some influ- 
ence on psoriasis, as the-~attacks 
generally become more noticeable 
in the fall and the spring. 

Psoriasis is easily diagnosed and 
a physician familiar with this char- 
acteristic skin change will recog- 
nize it immediately. The surface 
skin of the affected area will be 
made up of silvery white scales 
which exist over an inflamed base. 
The eruptive patches are usually 
round or oval. The itching seen in 
eczema is usually absent, or if itch- 
ing is present it is mild, except in 
the severe, long-standing cases. 

The most satisfactory treatment 
I have found for psoriasis‘is the 
fast, followed by a restricted diet. 
Fasting and dieting offer the best 


means of removing the internal 
causes the disorder. The use of 
the ultra violet ray as a supple- 
mentary treatment, is often of 


value, as the ulira violet will en 
courage the growth of new, healthy 
skin. 

Warm baths, to which soda has 
been added, are often helpful in 
removing the scales. The use of 
the soda may cause the skin to be. 
come dry, but this is easily correct. 
ed by applying cold cream
